The hig h cost of living 


IN America we ha v e esta blished 
the principle o f the repa ra tio n 
between church a nd sta te. But the 
reco g nitio n o f Go d is ba sic in o ur 
America n fo unda tio ns. As a n ex ­ 
a mple, o ur co ins a re inscribed, “ In 
Go d We Trust.” Still further pro o f 
ca n be seen in the fa ct tha t the 
President ta kes his o a th o f o ffice 
with his ha nd upo n the Bible; wit­ 
nesses a re a lso swo rn in with a 
Bible o a th in o ur co urts. 
All o f this g o es to pro v e tha t 
we reco g nize a hig her la w tha n 
the la w o f the sta te—a sta nda rd 
o f rig ht by which the sta te itself 
is judg ed. 
The principle o f demo cra cy is 
o ften defined a s the “ rule o f the 
ma jo rity .”

Q N E of the most annoying features of after-meal cleanups, to many 
homemakers, is the problem of what to do with leftovers 
The right-sized dish has to be decided upon; a cover has to be found 
that w ill fit the dish before the exasperating search fyr refrigerator 
storage space gets underway. And, often as not, after all that trouble 
the bowl is overturned before its contents are used. 
W ith these aggravations in mind, a plastic company has designed a 
set of refrigerator containers which make the storage of leftovers less 
of a chore. 
The five-piece assortment contains one large quart size, 
two pint sizes and two ten-ounce sizes, all rectangular in shape. 
The bowls are flexible, to ease removal of food; lids are rigid, to allow 
for stacking one upon the other. 
The lids are also transparent to 
provide visibility. 
Sized to fit the small shelf of the average refrigerator, the dishes are 
nested within a tray containing three compartments. 
The tray is also useful, its makers say, for serving relishes at meals, 
or tidbits at a party. 
The bowls are designed to double as small 
vegetable crispers or as molds for aspics or gelatin salads. 
Also available are plastic food bags for perishables not ordinarily 
stored in dishes. 
Patterned after the brown paper sacks used by 
grocers, these bags are gusseted to allow for expansion. 
They are sized to accommodate anything from half of a cut lemon 
to a Thanksgiving .turkey. 
Soap and water washings keep the bags 
clean and fresh for re-use.
